Fish and Game 
Lecture and Pictures. 


The Didsbury Fish and Game 
Association put on an educational 
feature at the Opera House on Tues- 
day evening, when Mr. George Spar- 
g°, director of fisheries for the pro- 
vince and secretary of the Alberta 
Fish and Game Association, gave a 
talk and presented moving pictures 
of Canadian wild life. The hall was 
filled to eapacity and there was an 
especially large attendance of chil- 
dren, 

The moving picisires, which were 
thoroughly enjoyed, included ‘'Grey 
Owl and his Beavers,” ‘‘Forest Fires 
and Game” and films depicting the 
work of ‘*Ducks Unlimited.” 

Mr. J. A. McGhee, chairman, in 
his address outlined the work of the 
Fish and Game Associations, citing 
how they had introduced the Hun- 
garian partridge, Bob White quail 
and Chinese pheasant into the pro- 
vince and told of the present efforts 
being made to introduce the Chukar 
partridge. He stated that 500 of 
the latter birds were to be released 
by sportsmen of Southern Alberta 
and that the local association had 
arranged to have a number of these 
birds planted in this district. He 
complimented C. H. Adshead and 
Ken McCoy for their efforts in rais- 
ing the money to purchase the birds 
and also obtaining such a large 
membership.

The damage done by warble flies 
in Canada is estimated at between 
seven and fourteen million dollars 
annually The insect not only spoils 
hides. but on account of its terrify. 
ing effect on cattle, it seriously re- 
duces the yield of milk from dairy 
cows and retards the gains of beef 
cattle, 

The grubs of the warble flies ean 
he attacked by man on!y during the 
period of their development when 
imbedded in the backs of cattle 
At this time the application of 
derris root powder or a compound 
it. either as a powder or a wash has 


been found most effective, The 
coat of treatment is remakably low 
and farmers are amply repaid for 


undertaking contro! measures in this 
way, 

It is recommended that the first 
treatinent should be made when the 
lumps caused by the gruhs become 
conspicuous on the backs of the 
animals, and that second and third 
treatments should follow at 28-day 
intervals
